UNPLEDGED DELEGATES WON 


Presidential Primary Draws Out Small Vote. Roosevelt 
Delegates Defeated by Nearly Three to One. 
Small Democratic Vote. 


The Presidential Primaries which were held in Massachusetts on Tuesday 
resulted in a big victory for the delegates who will go to Chicago unpledged to 
any candidate for the nomination of President of the United States. The result 
seems to be more than could have been expected by the unpledged faction as the 
pro-Roosevelt leaders of the Republican party had put up an aggressive campaign 
headed by Charles Sumner Bird and Congressman Augustus Peabody Gardner. 
The result of the strenuous campaigning as shown by the voters on Tuesday was 
four district delegates against thirty-two, and none of the Roosevelt delegates at 
large will go tothe convention, the unpledged candidates winning all four places. 

The delegates at large elected were Governor McCall, Henry Cabot Lodge, 
John W. Weeks, and Winthrop Murray Crane. ‘These men received a fine endorse- 
ment all over the State and led the pledged delegates by about 15,000 votes. 

In Andover the voters came out in moderate numbers, only 472 ballots being 
cast. Of these, 459 were divided between the two Republican factions and only 
thirteen straight Democratic votes were recorded. The unpledged district dele- 
gates won a handsome victory over the pledged by nearly three votes to one. 
Hon. John N. Cole led this group with 310 votes and his running mate, Herbert

From 
five until seven the heaviest voting oc- 
curred, many of the business men from 
Boston and others from the mills and 
factories coming in between these hours.

A ROUND-ABOUT PAPER 


There are so many burning questions 
to speak about today that it makes it 
difficult to choose a text. I thought 
that I would perhaps get this week’s 
text from the meeting of our genial 
editor and congressman, Gardner, at 
Lowell, but in that I am dissppointed, 
as they did not discuss the merits or 
demerits of the proposed republican can- 
didates for president but just called 
each other tricky politicians just like 
the two boys who quarreled and the 
little darky said to the other fellow, 
“What you says I am, you is.” 

General Scott has left Mexcio and is 
now in Washington, telling them to send 
over more troops to get General Perish- 
ing out of the trap he is in. How this 
pursuit of the villain Villa may end no 
one can tell. 

I would like to see the secret diplo- 
matic correspondence just now between 
Japan and Germany. If we have to 
fight all the southern states as well as 
Mexico, Japan and Germany, we will 
need all the soldiers we can. There are 
no two ways about that. 

The latest news from Verdun is that 
the slaughter just continues and from 
the north of France, they report that the 
British have begun to fight again, while 
from Russia the report is that the Rus- 
sians-are doing well; also that the Turks 
are getting all the fighting they want 
and-that the Italians are bothering the 
Austrians. That big German navy, now 
bottled up in the Kiel Canal, must be 
forced to come out and have their fight 
before the war is ended and Germany 
must yield and submit to the terms of 
peace- proposed by the Allies. That is 
the way, it looks to me just now. ~ 

The British government have almost 
quarreled over proposed compulsory en- 
listment. The British people hate the 
conscription plan of getting soldiers. 
How this difference of opinion in the 
men who rule the country is to be ar- 
ranged is the giant problem just now in 
England. 

The strike mania is not confined to 
this country. By the last newspaper I 
have from Scotland, dated in April, there 
is a detailed account of a strike in the 
textile trade. In Dundee, there are over 
fifty mills and factories, chiefly in the 


jute, hemp and linen business. Since 
the war began, there has been a great 
demand for the goods they make for war 
purposes. Sand bags, cloth for tents, 
horses covers, mouth bags for the horses, 
etc., etc. Every spindle and loom in all 
these fifty mills were needed to fulfill 
government orders and workers could 
not be got to run all the machinery. 
Consequently there was a demand for 
help and wages have risen twenty-five 
percent and the present strike is for 
ten percent more. That would make 
an advance in wages of thirty-five per 
cent since the war began. I have not 
yet heard of the result of this strike. 

I merely. mention that our stand-pat 
high tariff friends say that it is only 
the tariff that raises wages. Why has 
a rise of ten percent occurred just now 
in our woolen and cotton trades! Under 
this ruinous abominable tariff of Wilson 
& Co—simply because there is a de- 
mand for help —I have said several 
times and again repeat it that on account 
of our tariffs goods were dearer, thus 
making it possible for the manufacturers 
to pay higher wages than in Europe. 
And I again note that even if wages here 
were the same as in Europe the cost of 
a manufacturing plant here and every 
day's running expenses costs more than 
in England so that they can undersell 
us in any market. I am not overstating 
it when I say that a textile plant here 
will cost fifty percent more than in 
France, Germany or England so that 
without a tariff, we could not pay wages 
at the same rate as they do and compete 
with them in the markets of the world 
or in our United States. 

I close ‘this letter by stating that I 
was astonished to know that doffers are 
getting sixteen to eighteen shillings a 
week in Dundee today. When I knew 
the trade more than sixty years ago, a 
doffer’s pay was one dollar a week for 
sixty-nine hours a week. Today as | 
have said they get from four dollars to 
four dollars and a half for a week’s work 
of fifty-six hours, Nothing in their 
tariffs has done this! How do our high 
tariff friends account for this? As Ham- 
let says to his friend, ‘“‘There are more 
things in Heaven and Earth, Horatio, 
than are dreamt of in your philosophy.”

A Note of War 


Ezekiel Wardwell and his brother, 
Daniel, were born in the old house that 
used to stand below the Downing place 
in the fields on the old Highland road 
near the estate of widow Margaret 


Abbott. There were nineteen in all 
in his father’s family. He was born 
in 1751, lived until 1834, married 


Damaris Faulkner, a widow of_ his 
brother, Dan, who died at twenty- 
eight, leaving among others, the grand- 
father Dan, of the late Ben F. Wardwell. 
Ezekiel raised his brother’s children 
and his own with the help of Damaris 
who lived until 1826. Mr Wardwell 
said Ezekiel lived on what was the 
Lunt place in 1860. Can some one 
locate this for me? His line mostly 
left for New York State and Temple, 
Maine. One group who lingered in- 
cluded Joseph Wardwell of the Vale, 
whom we used to call ‘‘ Sonny.” 

While Ezekiel lived, an old friend 
named Bixby Abbott used to come down 
from Greenfield, N. H., where he staid 
with children in old age, to visit his 
friend and talk over old days. Mrs. 
Ramsdell who is a gold mine like her 
mother, the late Mrs. Moody Russell, 
for reminiscences, handed me along this 
tale she picked up among these old 
veterans in her childhood. 

Bixby Abbott, who lived on the Ward 
place in Frye Village, when the war 
came, with many descendants to recall 
him, well known here, was with Ward- 
well at Bunker Hill and was shot in 
the leg. Ezekiel grabbed his mate by 
the slack of his trousers and dropped 
him over a convenient wall till things 
were calmer. Bixby kept raising him- 
self up to peep through a hole and to 
ask, ‘How does it go now?” 

Wardwell had a monument just back 
of the Phillips: tomb in the South Yard 
where the rest of the family, including 
Damaris, now lie, and in some uncanny 
way, known only to a late sexton, the 
stone all duly marked with his honors, 
disappeared. &{ call the attention of 
the D. A. R. or D. R. (whichever we 
are) to this place for a marker, hoping 
it can gg in before Decoration Day, 80 
he can have flowers.

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The Presidential Primary 

The first presidential primary in 
Massachusetts was just about the same 
sort of a mess that most people, who 
knew anything of the law, expected it 
to be. The result was also what was 
expected by those who had followed the 
sort of campaign made by the agitators 
here in Massachusetts. Probably before 
another presidential election still an- 
other change will be made in the primary 
law so that the operation of it at that 
time will be just as uncertain as has 
been that of the past week. We leave 
nothing alone here in Massachusetts 
more than a single year at a time, and 
when it comes to election laws, these 
change between the town meeting 
period of the spring and the general 
election in the fall. 

While the election of unpledged dele- 
gates in Massachusetts was generally 
expected, some of the incidents asso- 
ciated with that election should not pass 
without such comment as will fix them 
more clearly in the minds of the public. 
It is neither necessary nor wise to give 
any extended attention to the cause of 
the latest Republican outbreak in 
Massachusetts; that cause is nearer to 
complete removal at the present time 
than at any time in the last sixteen 
years; it can be entirely eliminated if 
the large gain this year is properly 
followed up; let us hope that there will 
be no necessity for further comment 
upon the dethroned leader of. Essex 
County. : 

The vote given. to Mr. Bird on the 
so-called pledged ticket is flattering to 
that gentleman, and makes a cordial 
invitation for him to become a full- 
fledged Republican. No one was able 
to get him to say during the campaign 
that he would support the nominee of 
the convention at Chicago if Mr. 
Roosevelt was defeated; let us hope, 
however, that now the heat of battle is 
over, and the $20,000 telegraph toll has 
been paid,, he will find time to agree to 
do that same thing, and thus ally him- 
self as a permanent full-fledged, loyal 
Cepublican. The party needs him, and 
the rank and file of the party will wel- 
come him. After he has passed through 
the proper period to secure the right 
groundings in Republican faith, un- 
doubtedly his high qualities will lead 
the party to honor him. 

The writer cannot feel that it is at all 
fair to insist that the result of the pri- 
maries in Massachusetts eliminates Mr 
Roosevelt from the list of Republican 
candidates to go before the Chicago 
convention. The whole basis of the 
campaign against the Cushing-Gardner 
ticket was the statement made by Mr. 
Roosevelt demanding that they keep his 
name out of the primaries and insisting 
that his wish was the election of un- 
pledged delegates. It is manifestly 
unfair for even those who may have 
masqueraded as supporters of Mr. 
Roosevelt, to now claim that the result 
of the Massachusetts primary is a defeat 
for that gentleman. It is neither a 
defeat nor a victory for Mr. Roosevelt, 
but is a pronounced defeat for Messrs.

It has also been difficult for the writer 
to get up very much sympathy for the 
reported objections registered by cer- 
tain excellent men in Massachusetts 
against the activities of Senator Weeks 
in othor sections of the United States. We 


pledge to keep out of the Massachusetts 


State, should at all interfere with his 
campaign in other parts of the country. 
Certainly those men who are with him 
in Missouri and New Hampshire, in 
Oregon and Virginia, or wherever they 
may be found outside the borders of 
Massachusetts, can hardly be bound by 
any agreement made in the interest of 
Massachusetts by Massachusetts men. 

Massachusetts has a couple of mighty 
strong men demanding consideration at 
the hands of the coming Republican 
Convention because of what«they are, 
what they now stand for, and the capa- 
bilities they possess for still greater 
service. It is difficult to tell whether 
Governor McCall or Senator Weeks will 
be the stronger when the convention 
arrives, but certainly neither one should 
feel at all backward at the present time, 
now that the real purpose of their union 
has been secured, in doing everything 
possible to elevate a Massachusetts man 
at that great Convention where the 
party will demand the very best from 
every State, even though the riches 
possessed by Massachusetts may take 
in two, rather than one, of the “favorite 


son” stamp. 

The personal and local side of the

the United States. It is most fitting

fight and cease activities here in this } 


that the man who directs the use of 
about 50 per cent of the wool consumed 
in the United States should be interested 
in the production of that wool, yet 
things that are sometimes eminently 
fitting are entirely overlooked even by 
powerful factors, 

Mr. Wood has long held very pro- 
nounced opinions regarding the decline 
of wool-raising in the United States, 
and it was to be expected that’he would 
at the earliest opportunity back up 
those opinions by some sort of activity. 
The present generation can remember, 
with very little difficulty, many flocks 
of sheep in the farming districts of this 
very neighborhood, but little by little 
they have passed away until there is 
probably not a single large flock of sheep 
in the entire New England territory. 
The only wool-raising we have is con- 
fined to the few pets or in some cases a 
few hundred sheep cared for by a well- 
fenced pasture, but at an expense that 
makes the problem not a practical one 
to work out. 

There are thousands and thousands 
of acres of land in New England adapted 
to the raising of sheep, and important 
as would be the production of wool, 
much more important would be the 
sheep and mutton to be raised for food 
consumption. Of course’the one great 
drawback is the dog, and it is not im- 
proper to suggest in this connection 
what has been said before in this column 
that probably the cost of lamb and 
mutton to the consumer of New Eng-, 
tand would be lessened nearly half if 
there was not a single dog in New 
England. 

Perhaps some way may be found to 
improve this situation. Those of us 
who know Mr, Wood are confident that 
he is bound to accomplish all that is 
possible for any man to accomplish if 
he undertakes to promote sheep-raising 
in this section of the country. 


Wisdom and Courage Shown 

We commented in this column re- 
cently upon the serious precedent that 
would be established if there should be 
passed the special legislation sought for 
by those who are controlling the 
“Billy Sunday Campaign” in Boston 
in connection with the erection of a 
temporary tabernacle to be used by the 
evangelist. Tremendous pressure was 
brought to bear upon members of the 
House and Senate to yield to the demand 
for special relief sought, and the result 
was, notwithstanding that many more 
than the needed majority undoubtedly 
objected to the special law that was 
sought, both branches of the Legislature 
finally yielded and the bill went to the 
Governor for his signature nearly a week 
ago. Yesterday he returned it to the 
Legislature with his veto attached, and 
already some excellent people are sug- 
gesting the serious “political” mistake 
he has made. 

It is difficult for us to understand how 
this act can be considered a mistake, if 
one will read the argument presented in 
the veto that accompanied the return 
of the bill. Certainly those who sought 
the legislation can ill afford to ignore 
the argument he uses, when they forget 
their first disappointment and_ give 
careful heed to the real merits involved. 

The writer believed at the beginning 
that those who were responsible for the 
measure saw but one side of the ques- 
tion. No one who reads the Governor’s 
message can fail to take this same view 
in connection with the disapproval 
which he has registered; and those who 
are back of the Sunday campaign will 
stand much higherin the eyes of the 
general public if they are now ready 
to recognize the seriousness of their

| Have Bees Color Sense? 


A bee is as fastidious as a woman 
in its selection of colors. Bees love 
flowers, not only for their honey but 
for their color. Roses are not white 
and pink, and violets purple merely 
for your pleasure.. They have these 
attractive frocks, as well as their de- 
licious perfumes, to attract the bees. 

Thesyellow dust of the flowers is 
the pollen. It is sometimes sent from 
flower to flower by the wind, but.it is 
usually carried by the bees. Therg- 
fore, flowers have to wear their most 
pleasing colors to woo and win these 
messengers of life and love. This is 
not mee poetic fancy, for a number 
of able scientists have experimented 
at different times to find what colors 
bees prefer, and have placed their 
preferences in this order: Blue, green, 
orange, plain red, white and yellow. 

If blue is the bees’ favorite color, 
| why is it that there are so few blue 
flowers? Scientists answer that a 
blue flowers have descended from 
green ancestors. They have passed 
through stages of white or yellow and 
generally red, before becoming blue.

When the pen record shows a greater 
number of eggs than the total of the in- 
dividual making up that pen, the ex- 
planation is that some eggs were laid 
outside the trap-nests and therefore 
could not be credited to the individual.

State and City Winners in 
Cross Seal Competition 


Six states and twenty cities are an- 
nounced today by the American Red 
Cross as winners of pennants and honors 
in the Second Annual Competition for 
selling the largest number of Red Cross 
Seals per capita during the sale last 
December. The total sale announced 
will reach 80,000,000 seals, bringing in 
a revenue for anti-tuberculosis work in 
the United States of $800,000. 

In the competition between states, 
Rhode Island won first place in states 
with a population of up to 1,250,000. 
the total sale being 2.29 seals pet in- 
habitant, while Connecticut wins second 
place with a sale of 2.07 per capita. 
In states with a population from 
1,250,000 to 2,400,000, Minnesota wins 
first prize with a sale of 1.34 per capita, 
and Maryland second, with a sale of 
0.72. In the most populous states, 
having a population of over 2,400,000, 
New York wins first place, witha sale 
of 1.8 per capita, and Wisconsin second, 
with a sale of 1.46, 

For the purpose of competition, the 
cities and villages of the country were 
divided into ten classes, ranging in popu- 
lation from 300 to over 1,000,000. The 
highest per capita sale recorded, 29.04, 
goes to Hershey, Pa. The following 
table shows the winners in each of the 
ten classes:

MAY WITHDRAW TROOPS |KAISER STILL CONSID 


Washington, April 27,—General in- 
structions for the assistance of Major 
General Scott at his forthcoming con- 
ference with Carranza’s war minister, 
General Obregon, were drafted by 
Secretary Baker after conferences 
with President Wilson and with Sec- 
retary Lansing. 

Obregon is due at Eagle Pass, but 
as no definite word has been received 
from him as to the time and place of 
the meeting, the instructions will 
reach Scott in ample time. 

The only official statment as to the 
nature of the instructions was the fol- 
lowing, issued by Baker: 

“The instructions are to discuss a 
basis for the most cordial and com- 
plete co-operation between the Amer- 
fcan and Mexican forces in the at- 
tainment of their common object.” 

While the immediate object of the 
conference is, as stated, a question 
of military dispositions to put an end 
to bandit operations along the border, 
there is no doubt that its result will 
have a strong influence upon the dip- 
lomatic negotiations between the two 
governments. 

It is considered certain that Obre- 
gon will carry back to Mexico City 
on his return a definite impression 
that the American troops will remain 
in the positions to. which General 
Funston now is shifting them, as a 
buffer between the disturbed area ot 
northern, Mexico and the border, un- 
til the success of the Carranza forces 
in pursuit of the bandits removes the 
dangér of further raids on American 
towns. . 

It also is, virtually certain that the 
intention of the American forces to 
police thoroughly all the territory in 
the immediate vicinity of their ad- 
‘vanced base will be made clear. 

While it is not known that the or- 
ders mention Francisco Villa, Scott 
may point out to Obregon that the 
most effective way to secure early 
withdrawal of the American forces 
from Mexico would be to lend all pos- 
sible aid in the chase for the bandit, 
With his elimination by either Ameri- 
can or Mexican troops, it is believed, 
the Washington government would 
agree to an immediate retirement of 
the expedition across the border. 

A renewal of the hunt for the ban- 
dit by American troons now is in 
progress, both official reports from 
Funston and border advices disclosed, 
The cavalrymen, desnite the worn 
condition of their mounts, are beating 
the mountains wi:ercs Villa adherents 
have been assembling during the lull 
in the chase after the Parra) inci- 
dent.

The second topic was ‘‘What is the 
best method of financing our churches?” 
J. E. Varney of Lawrence opened the 
discussion, He gave the suggestion that 
if the men would put their shoulders to 
the wheel as the women do, the churches 
would be financed. No matter what 
the method of financing may be, Mr. 
Varney said, it is always better to have 
the pledges in hand at the beginning of 
the year. 

The third topic, ‘Can the church do 
its whole duty to its young people 
through the Sunday School?” was in- 
troduced by Rev. J. L. Keedy of North 
Andover. He said that the vital prob- 
lem of the church today is the religious 
education of the young people, to pre- 
pare them not only for taking their 
place in the life of the church, but in 
the general life of the community. 

The committee on arrangements re- 
ported, and their recommendations 
were accepted, as follows: Moderator 
of next meeting, Hon. N. P. Frye: of 
North Andover; alternate, Rev, E. C. 
Bartlett of Dracut; secretary and treas- 
urer, Rev. A. H. Fuller of Ballardvale; 
statistical secretary, Rev. Sarah A. 
Dixon of Tewksbury. Place of fall 
meeting, the United church of Law- 
rence. Assessment, one cent per mem- 
ber for local expenses, plus the assess- 
ment of the State Association.

Evening Session 


The topic of the evening was ‘“ Evan- 
gelistic Methods”. Rev. C. H. Oli- 
phant of Methuen spoke on professional 
evangelésm, giving some of the reason- 
able objections to this method, and also 
some of the points in its favor. He said 
that from the standpoint of the psy- 
chologist, professional evangelism rests 
upon a false conception of the per- 
manence of a religious resolve. 

The second objection is on the score 
of the commercialism of professional 
evangelism. Professional evangelists, 
some of them, receive very large sums 
of money for doing the work that they 
have done on behalf of Christ and His 
kingdom; and a reasonable presumption 
is raised that some motives or in- 
fluences. are used that are not wholly 
defensible. , 

The *third objection. to professional 
evangelism>-is that it diseggdits the 
normal. activities.of the church? 

The fourth and greatest objection has 
relation to the evangeli¢al mind. The 
evangelist goes to a city and makes 
statements to which judicious «and dis- 
criminating persons cannot subscribe. 
He brings conceptions of the Bible and 
of Christian docttine which are entirely 
out of date and objectionable from the

standpoint of an enlightened mind; 
and his attitude toward liberal churches 
is so bitter that it makes it impossible 
for the federated activities to be carried 
on without serious friction. The evan- 
gelist, therefore, is in much the same 
position that a nation is that drops its 
bombs indiscriminately. It may kill a 
few belligerents, but it kills also women 
and children and innocent non-com- 
batants. 

On the other hand, Mr. Oliphant 
said, many things might be said with 
equal truth in favor of the professional 
evangelist. The first and most import- 
ant is that he succeeds in winning the 
attention of those whose attention has 
not been won by the regular instru- 
mentalities of Christian work. : 

Second, he succeeds not only in get- 
ting the attention of the unchurched, 
but in getting into service members of 
the churches who have hitherto been 
inactive. 

Third, professional evangelism util- 
izes and subordinates to the highest 
ends that love of pagentry and sensa- 
tionalism which is in all healthy and all 
unhealthy human nature. 

‘Pastoral Evangelism” was the sub- 
ject assigned to Rev. Arthur Barber of 
Lawrence. He said that two of the 
most successful and productive evangel- 
istic campaigns he has ever known, were 
of this pastoral nature. In a city of 
100,000 or more, the pastors united in 
the work, and in a small town that had 
only*one church, it was a campaign of 
personal evangelism. | 

«Rev. Clarence W. Dunham of Boston 
upheld the principle of personal evan- 
gelism. ; 

The next meeting will be held in 
October at the United church in Law- 
rence.
